BLAKE’S LETTER, 

On the evening of election day Edward 
Blake—the great and only—laid before the 
public in a letter to his late constituents of 
West Durham, Ontario, his views on the 
respective policies of the liberal and the 
liberal conservative parties; these views be- 
ing his reasons for not asking re-election in 
West Durham and incidentally for not taking 
any part inthe election contest just closed, 
As Mr. Blake was for many years the light 
and hope of one political party in Canada, 
and not less the fear of other,and as, besides, 
his ability, honesty and patriotism huve been 
acknowledged by all Canadians, it was only 
to be expected that this expression of his 
a a most important point in his career 
should receive wide attention from all parties 
and persons who take note of the po.ities of 
the country. While Mr. Blake as a political 
power may have been over rated in the past, 
there isno doubt that he was a power. It 
was Only natural that the party from which 
he felt compelled to withdraw should 
bitterly resent the loss of prestige and 
strength resulting from his action; and as 
natural that their opponents should resent 
his refusal to ally himself with them. There- 
fore it could only be expected that on both 
sides his motives should be challenged and 
his arguments misrepresented, each party 
endeavoring to lessen by fair or foul means 
the effect of his words and act in opening the 
eyes of the general public to the shortcom- 
ings and the fallacies of both. The Globe on 
behalf of the liberal party has chosen to take 
the extraordinary line of argument that by 
his letter Mr. Blake is proven to bean an- 
nexationist, The Empire takes the not less 
extraordinary line that he charges annexa- 
tion sentiments against the liberal party, and 
that believing this he acted the part ofa 
coward and traitor in not throwing his influ- 
ence on the government side. Other less 
partizan journals take the still more extra- 
ordinary line that as Mr. Blake did not be- 
lieve in the policy of either party--and his 
letter proves as plainly as a statement of 
facta logically arranged can prove anything 
that both policies area mistake—it was his 
duty to have outlined a better policy, and 
that his failure to do this disproves his own 
arguments, 

In reyard to the Globe's charge of being 
an annexationist, it need only be pointed 
out that the letter states as plainly as 
words can, that the reasou why Mr. Blake 
cannot continue to act with the liberal party 
is because he does not approve of its policy 
of commercial union, and that the reason he 
does not approve of that policy is because he 
believes thatif given effect it would tend 
towards annexation, As to the kimpire’s 
eharge of being a coward and traitor because 
he did not allow himself to be used by the 
conservative party, it may be mentioned that 
Mr. Blake takes some pains to prove that it 
isthe utter failure of that party and its 
policy to meet the aspirations of the people 
that gives strength to the demand for com- 
mercial union, and alone brings annexation 
within the range of possibility. While he does 
not charge annexationist Sentiments to 
ether party, he does charge that the policies 
pursued by the one and proposed by the 
other both tend iv that direction, As to the 
Hird charge, that his failure to announce a 
policy disproves his charges against « dusting 
Policies,it is purely nonsense. The statements 
made by Mr. Blake against the policies of 
both parties are either facts or they are not 
facts 
eetion do not affect their truth. @o far his 
facts rema‘n atwolutely uncontradicted and 
his arguments unchallenged. His letter was 
Written to give bis peasons for retiring from 
political life. He gives those reasons fully 
and plainly. He does all that the case re 
quite Te do more would be to un 
do what had been done. To have imoorpor 
ated an announcement of policy in a letter of 
fetiroment would have boon a plain piece af 
political dishonesty, of which Mr Blain 


In either case bis arguments or his 


might be guilty but not Mr. Blake. Itis 
some years since Mr. Blake ceased to sus- 
tain the responsibility of a political leader. 
At the time of his retirement he was only a 
private in the ranks, and it is unfair to charge 
upon himthe responsibility of framing a 
policy which other and less able minds have 
so confidently assumed, That Mr, Blake 
considers himself to have been a failure in 
politics his retirement 1s proof. His experi- 
ence leads him to believe that such a policy 
as he would announce, however nearly it 
might meet their views, would not be acted 
upon by his fellow countrymen under present 
circumstances. 

Because Mr. Blake has pointed out 80 
vividly the difficulties which surround the 
present political situation in Canada and has 
not pointed out any way of escape from those 
difficulties it does not follow either that the 
difficulties themselves are so great as his 
masterly arririgement of facts would lead 
the average reader to suppose; or that 
though they were twice as great there is no 
escape fromm them. Mr. Blake has been a 
politician all his life and he looks at every- 
thing in its political aspect and from a politic- 
al standpoint. The politics of the country are 
not the whole country nor are its politicans the 
whole people. There 1s nodoubt that moral- 
ly, socially, industrially and financially Can- 
ada is sound and vigorous, and there is no 
reason to suppose that a country so situated 
is in danger of national collapse because its 
politics are a little musty. The country pro- 
duces politics and politicians -they do not 
produce the country. From time to time 
the crop may be a little above ora little be- 
low the standard, but as long as the heart 
of the nation is soundit isnot in danger 
from its politicians. If those now before the 
public in the goverament or in the opposi- 
tion do not express the ever-broadening 
national aspirations in their policy they must 
make room for others who will, That the 
policy of both parties is falling out of touch 
with public opinion as it exists to-day is 
shown by the defection of many prominent 
liberals like Mr, Blake from the liberal party 
and the defection of many whole constituen- 
cies in Ontario and Quebec from the conser- 
vative party. These véry defections are 
proof that the country is not altogether in 
the hands of the politicians, that the right 
of private judgement is freely exercised, and 
that however nearly the action of one politi- 
cal party or the other may bring on a crisis in 
national affairs the sound judgment and 
sound patriotism of the people can be de- 
pended on to avert it. Because there is no 
fireworks policy now before the public likely 
to be adopted it does not follow that the 
country is going to the dogs, The “‘inglori- 
ous policy of drift” to which Mr. Blake 
alludes may be very ‘inglorious” but within 
limits itis very conducive to health and 
strength and growth, inasmuch as it gains 
time, and time is the one thing needed to 
make Canada a great nation. On Mr. Blake's 
oWn evidence we have everything else that is 
reqnired,

OUR DOMINION, 
Commercial. 


Canada has grown immensely in area since 
confederation, The Dominion has not yet 
celebrated its twenty-fourth birthday, but 
the country has made wonderful progress in 
every direction, The area of Canada at con- 
federation was about 400,000 square tiles, 
When the Dominion came into existence 
in 1867, it consisted of what are 
now the four provinces of Ontario, Quebec, 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. These 
provinces now have an aggreyate area of 
about 465,000 square miles. The boundaries 
of Ontario and Quebee, have been consider: 
ably extended since confederation, Canada 
has doubled its original ar@@® several times 
over inthe short time of its existence. In 
1870 Manitoba and the great west was incor- 
porated in the Dominion. In 1871 British 
Columbia joined — hands and entered 
confederation, thus extending our boundar- 
ies to the western islands of the Pacifie ocean, 
In 1873 the island colony of Prince Eaward 
cast in her lot with Canada, The tegal area 
of the country now stands at 3,379,000 square 
miles. This does notinclude 140,000 square 
miles of lake and river area within the bound. 
aries of the Dominion, which makes the total 
area 3,519,C00 square miles. Without Alaska, 
Canada is therefore 500.000 square miles 
larger than the United States. — In- 
eluding Alaska, the area of the latter coun- 
try is 3,602,990 square miles, or slightly 
larger than Canada, 

In length from east to west Canada is 
about 3,500 miles, and about 1,400 miles, 
from north to south. The colony of New- 
foundland, which includes the island of the 
same name and Labrador on the mainland, 
are the only remaining portions of British 
North America not now included in the 
Dominion, These two divisions have an area 
of about 160,000 square miles, something 
over 40,000 of Which comprise the island, and 
the balance the Labrador caast. This terri- 
tory is required to round off the Dominion 
on the east coast, and no doubtin time the 
‘‘oldest colony” will cast in her lot with 
Canada. 

Nor has the wonderful growth of the Do- 
minion been confined to territorial expansion 
alone. In population, wealth, commercial 
advancement, railways, shipping, and the 
general developement of our resources, we 
have made progress almost beyond concep- 
tion. In all these respects we lead all the 

ountries of the new world. The best avail- 
able statistics show that in population Can- 
ada has increased nearly twice as fast as the 
United States. In the last 100 years the 
population of the territory forming the 
Dominion of Canada, is estimated to have 
increasd thirty-two to thirty-five fold. The 
The United States is estimated to have in- 
creased during the same time from sixteen 
to twenty fold, In 1875 Winnipeg had a 
population of abous 300. It is now not far 
from 30,000, In 1885 the site of the present 
city of Vancouver was marked by a solitary 
saw mill, surrounded by dense woods. Van- 
couver now has about 20,000 peaple. The 
cities and towns of Canada have increased on 
an aggregate 50 per cent. between 1881 and 
1890, while the agyreygate assessment increas- 
ed 68 per cent, for the same time. Toronto 
increased 123 per cent. within the period 
mentioned, in population. 

In shipping Canada stands away up among 
the great maritime countries of the world, 
our registered tonnage amounting to 1,08, 
642. This is only a trifle under the German 
empire, the latter being exceeded only by 
Great Britain and the united kingdom of 
Sweden and Norway. 

In railways the Dominion has made wond 
erful progress. We havethe longest railway 
in the world, The first railway in Canada 
was opened in 1836, This was a short line of 
sixteen miles, between Laprairie and St, 
Johns, Quebec. In 1850 there were 71 miles 
of railway in the country 
000 miles of railway, Ten or eleven years 
ago there Were no railways in Canada, west 
of Lake Superior, Now there are in this 
territory about 8,500, In 1875 they carried 
5,190,000 passengers. In 1889 they carried 
12,150,000 passengers. Within the same 
period the freight carried tucreased from 5 
670,000 tons, to 17,028,000 tons
